Upon Examination they found he had been 
murdered and robbed 5 for his Pockets were 
turned out, and the Buckles taken from his 
Shoes. This occafioned much Noife in the 
Neighbourhood, and diligent Search was 
made to find out the Murderer. After fome 
Time a Man faw in a Silverfmith’s Shop a 
Pair of Buckles, which he knew had been 
the Property of the Perfon who had been 
murdered. Upon which he had the Silver- 
fmith examined, who declared he bought 
them of a foldier belonging to a Regiment 
that had been quartered in that Town and 

Neighbourhood, but which was thenremoved 

to Reading in Berk/hire. The Silverfmithbe- 
irnr a Man of a fair Charaaer was permitted 
to°go with a Conftable to Reading in Searc 
of the Murderer; where they P rocure “ . 
Warrant from the Mayor, and then apph

S tfe Thne the Conftable and Silverfmuh 
came with the Warrant as a g*' eed °‘ 1 ;, 
feeing them the Murderer turned pale and 
trembled, but fpoke not a Word. H' 
immediately taken out of the Rank, an 
committed to the Town- Priibn then kept 
by Mr. Taylor, where he had not been con 
fined half an Hour, till ftung w.th Remote 
of Confidence, and terrified with the juft 
Judgment of God, which to evidently piir- 
fued him, he put an End to his milerable 
Life, with a Bit of Cord that lay in one 
Corner of the Room, and when the Keeper 
came in, was found hanging behind the 
Door. For the Truth of this I appeal to 
the People of Reading . 

This, fays the Marquifs, is very furpriz- 
ing, but I remember to have read of the 
Difcovery of a Murder, in a Book which 
liesin our Steward’s Room ; called, I think, 
Turner's Divine Judgments , which is as 
extraordinary as that you have related. 

In the Year 1690, a Man in Ireland 
C x dreamed, 
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dreamed, that he was riding out with a Re- 
lation of his, who lived at A?nejbury in Wilt- 
Jhire, on the Downs near that Town j and 
that his Relation was robbed and murdered 
by two Men, whofe Perfons and Drefs he 
perfectly remembered.

The Man received the Letter, but laughed 
at the Caution ; and next Night, on the very 
Spot therein mentioned, he was both robbed 
and murdered. His Wife extremely afflifl- 
ed for his Lofs, (hewed this Letter to his 
Friends, and from the exa& Defcription of 
the Murderers they were taken up,feparately 
confined, and by their equivocal and con- 
tradiaory Anfwers, fome of the murdered 
Man’s Things being alfo found upon them, 
they were conviaed, and hanged in Chains 
on the Spot where the Murder was commit- 
ted. I remember this Paflage, my Lord, 
fays Mafter Smith, and many others winch 
evidently prove, that God Almighty will 

never fufferthe Murderer to go unpunilhed 

even in this World, but that he will fulfil 
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Truth, I lhall be* L e w hich 

Murder, but when brought to the Bar, 
the Evidence appeared not ftrong enough 
to convift him. He behaved with great 
apparent Boldnefi, for he knew there vveie 
no Witneffes to the Fa8 ; and he had 
alfo taken all neceffsry Caution to prevent a 
Difcovery. But the judge obferved in the 
Man’s Countenance a Terror and Contu- 
fion, which his pretended Boldnefs could 
not hide, and therefore kept his Eye itecl- 
faftly fixed upon him the whole Time. As 
foon as the laft Witnefs was difmifled* the 
Man a Iked, if they had any more Evidence 
againft him? When the Judge looking ftern- 
ly at him, alked him, if he did not him'elf 
know of one more th it could appear againft 
him, whofe prefence would put the Matter 
out of Doubt. On which the Man ftarted, 
C 3 and 
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and cried out, “ My Lord, he is not a le- 
“ gal Witnefs, no Man canfpeak in his 
<e own Caufe, nor was the Wound I gave 
“ him half lb large, as what he (hews againft 
€€ me.” The Judge prefently perceived by 
- j the Man’s darting, and the Wildnefs and 
Terror of his Looks, that he either faw 
the Shade of the-murdered Man, or that his 
Imagination had, from his guilty Confci- 
ence, formed fuch an Appearance, and 

I therefore making the proper Anfwers from 
fuch a Suppofition, he foon brought the 
Murderer to confefs the Fa£t ; for which he 
was condemned, and hanged in Chains at 
the Place where he declared theMurder was 
committed. 

The Murderer can never expe£l to he at 
reft. From the Moment he has committed 
that execrable and horrid Deed, he is con- 
fidered as an Enemy to all Mankind. No 
cne will harbour a Murderer, except his 
own wicked Accomplices. He will be for 
ever ftung by his own Confcience, and pur- 
fued by the Hand of God > for as the ia- 
cred Text exprefleth it, The Blood of the 
Stain crktb for Vengeance agauijt tl-eU for- 
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'A °H.rers had been difeavered and bi ought 
M 'I ft re He begged Leave to rec.te a 
Cal'e, which he knew to he true, for he law 
fae Criminals committed. 
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his Lady and all the Family, except one 
Daughter and fome Servants, were gone 
to viTit a Relation, and to ftay all Night j 
four Men on Horieback, drefled like Gen- 
tlemen, came to the Houle, pretending they 
had particularBulinefs with the Gentleman, 
and came by his Appointment. They were 
immediately introduced to his Daughter, 
who told them her Father would return the 
next Day, and as they came To far to lee 
him, kindly intreated them to ftay allNight. 
This was what the Villains wanted, for 
about Two in the Morning they burft 
open her Chamber-door, and all four of 
them armed with Piftols came to her Bed- 
fide. They bid her not be frighted, but 
told her {he mull give them the Key of the 
ftrong Clofet, where her Father kept his 
Plate and Money ; and get up immediately 
and {hew them the Way to it. Terrified to 
the laif Degree, {he arofe and went with 
them. They took theKey, opened the lion- 
door, and all four of them went in. Juft at 
this Inftant, {he miraculou(ly,as it weie, - 
covered from her Surprize, and by a kind of

She got to the Drawbridge to receive 
them, and having told her Story, one of 
them fwam over the Moat, and let down 
the Bridge for the reft. They took the 
wicked Wretches to a Magiftrate,who coitu 
mitted them to Goal, and they were all exe- 
cuted for the horrible Crime they had com- 
mitted* 
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mitted. The Hand ot Providence evidently 
appears I think, in this Tranfa&ion : for 
what Woman, under fuch Circumftances 
could have behaved in fuch a Manner with* 
out fupernatural Afliftance ? And I am 
convinced, as well as you Mailer Smith-, that 
God Almighty always brings the Murderer 
to Juftice even in this Life, by fome Means 
or other ; and what their Fate will be here- 
after, we mu ft not pretend to determine, for 
that is the Work of omnipotent Wiftlom, 
There is alio a remarkable Account of 
the Difcovery of a Murder to Lord Chief 
Juftice Hales , and related, if I miftake not, 
in his Reports , or in his Advice to his 
Children, which you may read at a conve- 
nient Oportunity. 

The feventh Commandment fays :
